Made a specialty of la physique biologique and became Director 
of the Laboratory of the College of France, from the time it was 
founded, 1887; at the same time was named Professor; was 
elected Member of the x^cademy of Medicine, 1888. He was 
awarded, in 1889, the Montyon prize by the Institute of France 
(Experimental Physiology). In 1893 he received the La Caze 
prize (Physiology). He was for several years Vice-President of 
the Biological Society, and in 1893 President of the French 
Society of Electro-Therapeutics. Since 1 894 is Vice-President of 
the National Society of Electricians. Dr. d'Arsonval was elected 
Member of the Institute of France in 1894.

various scientific bodies in Europe for his profound knowledge 
and earnestness. He was awarded by the Government the 
decoration of Officer of the Legion d'honneur.

^ Paris 1840. Be- 
came Externe 
Paris Hospitals in 
1862 and named In- 
terne in 1865. In 
1868 was awarded the 
gold medal and became 
Laureate of the Insti- 
tute, receiving the 
Monthyon Prize; was 
at head of his class 
and received his degree 
in 1869. His num- 
erous scientific works 
on the diseases of chil- 
dren have won for him 
repute and esteem 
and he is considered 
throughout the world 
a hygienist of distinc- 
tion ; was decorated Chevalier of the Legion d'honneur in 
1871; elected Member of the Academy of Medicine and is 
Honorary Member of La Societe Anatomique and Vice-President 
of the Hospital d'Ormesson for Tuberculous Children ; is also 
Member of the Board for the Protection of Children, General 
Secretary and General Treasurer of the Association of Physicians 
of France. His father, the well-known therapeutist, was 
President of the Academy of Medicine. Dr. Blache wrote:

Pouchet ; he then visited

ing 1877 and 1 878 ; entered the laboratory of Paul Bert at the 
Sorbonne (Paris) as preparer, and wrote in collaboration with 
him "Les Elements de Zodlogie," 1885; was named Professor 
of natural history at the Paris Faculty of Medicine in 1883; 
in 1894 was elected Member of the Academy of Medicine. 
Among his writings : Le Traite de Zoologie medical e (2 vols., 
1 885-1 889); L'Art populaire dans le Brian9onnais; Les Cadrans 
solaires ; Archives de Parasitologic. He wrote a most interesting 
work on German universities, of their methods and their char- 
acter, so entirely different to those of French universities. 
Chevalier Legion d'honneur in 1895. Dr. Blanchard pos- 
sesses a collection of medals and coins concerning medicine 
and sciences which is pronounced, after those of Dr. Brettauer 
of Trieste and H. Storer of Newport, to be the most important 
among the medico-scientific numismatics.

EUGfeNE BOUCHUT, 
born in Paris, 
France, 1818. In 
competition was received, 
at head of his class, as 
interne at the Paris hos- 
pitals in 1838; was 
awarded the gold medal 
in 1 842 ; presented his 
thesis on "Pneumonia 
of the New Born" in 
1 847 ; twice was Laureate 
of the Faculty of Medi- 
cine, and three times 
Laureate of the Institute 
of France; in 1849 was 
named Chief of Clinic at 
L' Hotel Dieu; in 1850 
was appointed Physician 
to the Central Bureau of Hospitals; in 1853, Fellow of the 
Faculty, with honorary title, " Medecin des Hopitaux." His 
clinical lectures were compiled and published in " La Gazette des 
Hopitaux," of which he was also, for many years, a collaborator. 
Among his well-known writings may be mentioned " La Vie et 
ses attributs," " Les Phlegmatia alba dolens,'* " La Fievre puer- 
perale," " Manuel des maladies des nouveau-nes et des enfants a 
la mamelle," the latter, a most complete work, has become a 
most practical textbook ; it was awarded the gold medal by the 
Institute of France, and was translated into several languages. 
He also wrote on "L'Intubation de la Glotte," "L'Opthal- 
moscopie cerebrale," " L'Histoire de la medecine, les nouveaux 
Elements de Pathologie generale et de Semeiologie," an annual 
compendium of Therapeutics^ and, in collaboration with Doctor 
Depres, "Dictionnaire de medicine et de therapeutique." In 1 880 
he took the editorship of "Paris Medical," to which, twelve years 
later, was joined "La France Medicale." For his devotion during 
the cholera epidemic in 1852 Dr. Bouchut was awarded by the 
government the medal of Chevalier of the Legion d'honneur, 
and in 1872, for services during the war, was promoted Officer, 
and in 1886 received the distinction of Commander, and became 
Physician-in-Chief tothe houses of the Legion d'honneur.

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NDRE VICTOR CORNIL, 
born at Cusset (Allier, 
France) 1831.

are working under his direction. Cornil in his early career was 
in Germany, where he worked with Virchow, and on returning 
to France, introduced there new methods in pathological anatomy, 
which have been adopted by his students and developed under 
his continued direction. Yet he finds the requisite time to act as 
a Senator in the interests of his country. Among his important 
works may be mentioned : Divers articles in Dictionnaire 
Dcchambre; manuel d'Histologie pathologique (Cornil et Ran- 
vier); la Phtisie pulmonaire (Cornil, Herard et Hanot) ; les 
Bacteries (Cornil et Babes); Les difFerentes especes de Nephrites 
(Cornil et Brault); Le9ons sur la Syphilis, les Cirrhoses, Melanges 
(3 vols.); Report to the Senate, Eaux des Egouts ; Laws on the 
practice of medicine. Cornil is Conseiller general and a Senator 
of France.

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DR. EMERY DESBROUSSES, bom 
in 1838 at Saint-Fort-sur- Gir- 
onde, France. Surgeon- Gen- 
eral, Medical Inspector of the Army. 
In 1 858 was entered as medical student 
at Strasbourg ; in 1 86 1 was appointed 
as Stagiaire in Paris at the Val-de Grace 
Army Hospital. In 1861 was named 
Aide-Major of the second class. In 
1863 advanced to first class. Then 
was promoted in 1870 a Surgeon- 
Major of the second class, and in 
1877 Surgeon-Major of the first class. 
In 1883 was raised to the grade of 
Surgeon-in- Chief of the second class, 
and in 1887 Surgeon-in- Chief of the 
first class. Finally, in 1895, was ap- 
pointed Surgeon - General, Medical 
Inspector of the Army. His career 
was in every respect a brilliant one, 
depending strictly on his own personal 
merit and capacity. Ho was active in many campaigns (20), distinguishing him- 
self for bravery, untiring energy, and devotion to the cause of his country and his 
profession. He was awarded successively by the government with various medals and 
decorations, receiving the Chevalier of the Legion d'honneur in 1866 ; then was 
awarded during the campaign 1 870 and 1 87 1 the medal as Officer of the order, and 
for particular merit, finally in 1 890 was honored with the cross of Commander ot 
the Legion d'honneur. He also has the medal as Ofiicer de T Instruction public, 
and the medal for bravery in campaigns of Mexico and Madagascar. Besides many 
other decorations from foreign countries he was honored by the Pope with the 
cross of Commander of Saint Gregory. It was during his campaigns in Africa, 
in the malarious fever and sickness breeding country. Dr. Desbrousses, in taking 
prophylactic measures for the troops and ofiicers under his charge, made frequent 
use of ** VIN MARIANI,** after having subjected same to most rigorous tests.

The gov- 
ernment awarded him for special services the medal of Officer of 
the Legion d'honneur ; is Professor of clinical medicine of the 
faculty at Clermont-Ferrand. Among his writings may be 
mentioned: "Du role pathogenique des Microbes" (in collabor- 
ation with Dr. Zuber) ; " Sur la Contagion par les livres *' (with 
Dr. Catrin) ; " De TApplication des bains froids, au traitement 
de la fievre typhoide," etc., etc. Dr. Cazal is of a gentle nature, 
modest, and is one of those who seem to live outside of the 
simple exterior world. The serious problems of scientific sub- 
jects which are always uppermost in his mind, and which con- 
tinually obligate a concentration of thought, have prevented all 
possibility, it would seem, of any narrow or selfish ideas. 
Though an appearance of pre-occupation is visible on his coun- 
tenance, he is ever frankly cordial and keenly interested in the 
aflfairs of others when appealed to.

MAX DURAND-FARDEL, 
born in Paris, 1815. 
Studied at the Paris 
Colleges of Charlemagne and 
Henry IV. Became Interne 
of Paris Hospitals in 1840. 
In 1 848 was named Adjunct 
Medical Inspector at Vichy; 
1852, became Medical 
Inspector at the Springs 
of Hauterive, Vichy, which 
position he held until 1890. 
In I847becameCorrespond- 
ing Member of the Paris 
Academy of Medicine and 
then Associate Member, 
founded the Societe d'Hy- 
drologie Medicale of Paris, which annually for over 40 years 
publishes a volume on that subject. Introduced at the College 
of Medicine instruction as to mineral waters. In 1868 pre- 
sided at Biarritz, the International Congress of Medical Hy- 
drology and Climatology and received title of Honorary Presi- 
dent. He also presides over several other medical societies in 
France. Though nearing the age of 90, Dr. Fardel seems to 
carry his years well, he has a most remarkable memory, and 
still takes the most lively interest in everything pertaining to his 
profession. It is largely due to his labors that the celebrated 
thermal station of Vichy owes its great success. Among his 
writings: Traite du ramoUissement du cerveau, 1843, ^^^ 
which the Academy of Medicine awarded him the prize ; this 
work was translated into German and other languages ; Traite 
des maladies des vieillards, was also translated. Treatise on 
mineral waters of France and foreign countries. Treatise on 
Chronic diseases (2 vols.) ; is a Collaborator on L'Union Med- 
icale. In 1895 published La Divine Comedie; 1895, L'amour 
dans la Divine Comedie, and various other works on Dante 
Alighieri and psychological studies of the same.

born, Paris, 1841. En- 
tered the Polytechnique 
in 1 86 1, and then studied 
at the Ecole des Fonts et 
Chaussees, and graduated as 
civil engineer in 1863. Named 
Engineer of Bridges in 1866, 
and in 1869 took his degree 
as M.D. In the same year 
was named agrege de Physique 
of the Paris Faculty of Medi- 
cine. In 1876 was appointed 
Professor of Chemistry and 
Physics ; was elected member 
of the Academy of Medicine 
in 1882; same year was ap- 
pointed Engineer-in-Chief of 
Bridges and Roadways. In 
1885, named Professor of 
Medical Physics of the Paris 
Faculty of Medicine. In 
1889, and also in 1900, the French Government officially 
appointed him as organizer and general director of all Inter- 
national Congresses of both expositions at Paris, 1889 ^^^ 
1900 (there were 69 congresses in 1889 and 127 in 1900); was 
also appointed a member of the superior jury in 1900 at the Paris 
Exposition. Dr. Garriel is Commander of the Legion d'hon- 
neur, an officer of public instruction and has been awarded many 
foreign decorations and distinctions. He was barely twenty- 
years of age when he felt the desire to devote himself to 
engineering and to medicine, and determined to take his degree 
in both branches ; he was thus enabled to carry out his fondest 
hopes of administering to the suffering, and, at the same time, 
utilized his initiative in aiding in the embellishment and con- 
struction of roadways, and progress in building from a hygienic 
and sanitary standpoint. His " Treatise on Medical Physics," 
and also his works on "Practical Electricity" and "Studies on 
Geometrical Optics," are probably the most popularly known.

Received his 
degree as M. D. in 1861 ; in 
1863 appointed Fellow of the 
Faculty at Paris. Was succes- 
sively Surgeon at the following 
Paris hospitals : La Salpetriere 
(1865), Midi (1867), Saint- 
ly Antoine (1868), Lariboisiere 
\^\ (1870), Pitie (1872), Beaujon 
(1882). Was Surgeon-in-Chief 
and Consultant at Hospital 
Beaujon for many years. 
Member of the Academy of 
Medicine since 1879, *^^ ^^ 
the Society of Surgeons, of 
which he became President. Was decorated by the Government Chevalier 
Legion d'honneur in 1868; promoted Officer in 1871, and Commander in 
1 89 1. Was elected Senator for the Department of Orne in 1892 by an 
unusually large majority ; he introduced various laws of vital interest to the 
medical students and the medical profession. One of his most remarkable 
speeches before the Senate was his defense of the Sanitary Service and his 
argument on the regime of beverages. In 1898 he was unanimously elected to 
the general council for the Canton of Merlerault. For several years past is member 
of the Superior Commission of Public Charities, and as a physician and surgeon he 
takes special interest in this worthy work. To be mentioned among his biblio- 
graphy: Traite sur la Coxalgie (these inaugurale); Le9ons de clinique Chirurgicale 
(1876); Traite des Tumeurs benignes du sein (in collaboration with Dr. 
Coyne, 1876) ; Le9ons de Gosselin sur les hemies ; Memoire sur Thomme a la 
fourchette (Academy of Sciences, 1876) ; Chloral, Chloroforme et Morphine. .

dren's Hospital in Paris. Elected, 1872, a Member of the 
Society of Surgeons, and in 1885 Member of the Academy of 
Medicine; Professor to the Paris Faculty of Medicine in 1884, 
Member of the Institute, Academy of Sciences, in 1 895. Among 
his writings : These Sur la circulation du caeur, Traite des 
Kystes congenitaux (Lannelongue et Achard), Des Abces froids 
et de la Tuberculose, du mal vertebral. Affections congeni- 
tales (Lannelongue et Menard) ; delivered an important address 
before the Chamber of Deputies on the question of alcoholism. 
Was Chevalier and Officer, and in 1900 was awarded by the 
Government the decoration of Commander of the Legion 
d'honneur. Dr. Lannelongue was accorded, most deservedly, 
by his confreres, the honor and distinction of presiding at the 
great International Medical and Surgical Congress at Paris, 
1900, an honor such as was accorded Virchow at Berlin, Lister 
at London, and Klifassowsky in Russia.

Sciences naturelles (since 1874, 50 vols.);

of the Faculty of Medicine 
at Bordeaux. Born at St. 
Denis (Paris), France, 1 837. 
Surgeon in the French navy, 
1855; served on the ** Bre- 
tagne, " * ' Alcibiade ' ' and 
the corvette "Embuscade," 
visiting South America and 
Oceania. Entered the Mili- 
tary Service of Health in 

1858, at Strasbourg, and the 
Val-de-Grace, at Paris ; in 

1859, iiamed Surgeon aide- 
major, second class ; pro- 
moted to first class in 1862 ; 
major, second class, 1865, 
and first class, 1871 ; Sur- 
geon-in-Chief, second class, 
1878; first class in 1 893 ; in 

1892 was named Inspector-General. Distinguished himself in action on many 
occasions and received medals for valor and special services. In 1862 he was 
connected with the Val-de-Grace, and in 1863 was attache of the Legation in 
China, He travelled extensively in China and in Mongolia, obtaining many valu- 
able observations on ethnology, sociology and medical subjects, communications 
of which he made to the Paris Academy of Medicine. Though a hard worker for 
nearly half a century. Dr. Morache is still active, and taking the liveliest interest in 
his specialty, as well as in things in general. In 1 864, Dr. Morache was decorated 
by the Government a Chevalier of the Legion d'honneur. Officer in 1882, and a 
Commander in 1895. He is also Officer of the Academy, and Officer of Public 
Instruction ; received many medals and decorations fi-om foreign countries. Is 
member of various medical societies, and was elected Corresponding Member of 
the Paris Academy of Medicine. Among his writings we cite : Traite hygiene 
militaire (translated into several languages); Pekin et scs habitants; Gazette heb- 
domadaire des Sciences Medicales ; Annales d' hygiene et de Medicine legale ; 
Revue des Sciences Medicales, etc.

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ENRI NAPIAS, 
born at Sezanne 
(Marne), France, 
1842. When he left col- 
lege, though the Empire 
was at its height, he be- 
came a republican, and 
wrote in the principal 
journals severely attack- 
ing the Empire. In 1863 
he began his medical 
studies ; in 1871 was 
appointed Surgeon in 
the Marine, but soon 
entered active practice 
in Paris and gained con- 
siderable reputation; in 
1865, was awarded the 
Medal of Honor for 
valuable services during 
the cholera epidemic at 
Guadaloupe. During the 
Franco - German War, 
1870-1871, was given charge of the medical service on board the 
man-of-war "Forfait," of the Baltic fleet; in 1871 he published a 
thesis which was highly praised : " Essai sur le fievre pernicieuse 
algide"; in 1877 ^^ founded the Societe de Medecine publique et 
d'hygiene professionnelle ; he wrote a number of important bro- 
chures on this same subject, and a treatise on "L'hygiene hospital- 
iere et Tassistance public," and " La protection de Tenfance"; was 
elected Member of the Academy of Medicine, Director of Public 
Charities, and was decorated by the Government as Chevalier and 
then as OflSicer of the Legion d'honneur. Dr. Napias wrote a 
most interesting brochure, entitled " Le mal qu'on dit des mede- 
cins" (the bad that is said of Doctors). In this volume he gath- 
ered in a neatly picturesque form, as an amusement, all calumny 
and all the bad ascribed to the medical profession during all times, 
as well on the stage where the immortal Moliere riled them, as 
also in novels, satirical writings, etc. This collection is really 
most amusing, interesting, and at the same time edifying.

Convinced of the influence 
of the moral conditions upon the physical state of patients, he prevailed upon the 
Municipal Council to improve the condition and surroundings of the hospital in 
such manner as to have completely transformed the former dreary, dingy and 
dungeon-like construction into a most perfected ensemble of comfort and hygiene as 
well as pleasure to the eye and mind, thus serving as a starting point to revolu- 
tionize the arrangement of the hospitals of the future, to render same pleasing, 
cheerful, in fact beautiful, and not like a sad, dreary prison ; he thus took away 
that old-time appearance and sad devise, "Ye who enter here, all hope begone,"

In 1858 was 
advanced to Surgeon of the 
second class, in 1862 to the 
first class. He received a 
Professorship m 1867; be- 
came Surgeon - in - Chief in 
1879, and Chief of Marine 
Sanitary Service m 1891 ;

Inspector of Marine in 1 896. 

Dr. Cuneo was honored by the Government for his specially valuable services, 
receiving consecutively the decorations Chevalier, Officer, and then Commander of 
the Legion d*honneur. It was in his honor and behalf that the Government created 
the title of Inspector General, which position he occupied for several years, until he 
was called to the Ministry of Marine as Chief of the Superior Council of Health. 
Dr. Cuneo was also honored with the medal and decoration as an Officer of Public 
Instruction. It may be said that Dr. Cuneo occupied all the medical official posi- 
tions at the command of the Ministry of Marine, beginning at the bottom of the 
ladder and reaching the very top, and he is mentioned everywhere as fvdly deserving 
of all the honors that were bestowed upon him. He is loved and esteemed by all 
who come in contact with him ; all his pupils (he had many) are his friends and 
admirers. During the cholera epidemic at Toulon, 1884-85, many were his acts 
of devotion and self sacrifice, and no one was more popular than he.

CHARLES FAin^EL, born at 
Amiens, France, 1830. 
Professor cf Laryngol- 
ogy and Rhinology, Member 
or the Anatomical Society 
and of the Societe de Medi- 
cine Practique de Paris; 
Academies of Medicine of 
Constantinople and of Brazil; 
Officer of the Academic and 
Chevalier of the Legion 
d'honneur ; was decorated by 
the Queen of Spain, King of 
Greece, Emperor of Russia, 
the Courts of Egypt and 
Brazil ; all of whom were 
among his many illustrious 
patients. In 1871 he founded and maintained at his own expense 
a throat and nose hospital, where he treated gratuitously each 
week an average of 160 poor patients. He was one of the 
most popularly known specialists in Paris ; his entertainments, 
dinners, and miisicales were the "rendez-vous'* de "Tout Paris." 
He gained early considerable experience, through the fact of his 
work with his father, who was a well-known physician in the 
Department of Somme. In 1848 Fauvel entered the Hotel-Dieu 
Hospital of Amiens, studying under Drs. Barbier and Josse. 
He then came to Paris, was Externe at hospitals LouFcine and 
Children's, then Interne at Loriboisiere and at Charity Hospital. 
He worked with Cuvelier, Velpeau, Tardieu and Nelaton. Pub- 
lished large number of articles, was a frequent contributor to 
French and foreign medical journals. His most important book, 
" Practical Treatise on the Diseases of the Larynx," a large 
volume of 920 pages, containing 144 cuts, 20 plates, and 7 
colored lithographs, published 1876 by Adrien Delahaye, Paris. 
Fauvel was the first to demonstrate the anaesthetic properties 
of Coca for use in nose and throat.

the Sultan Abdoul Hamid Khan II. named Mavrogeny Pacha as Physician-in-Chief 
and Private Councillor ; was successively appointed Marechal, Senator for life, and 
Inspector- General of all medical colleges and hospitals (military and civil) in the 
Ottoman Empire. All medals and distinctions obtainable were conferred upon him 
by his government, and also many medals and decorations offered by foreign 
governments. Dr. Brouardel considers Mavrogeny' s writings on malarial fevers as 
among the most remarkable published on the subject of infectious diseases. He 
published the " Gazette des Hopitaux de Constantinople"; was founder of the 
Societe Literaire of Constantinople, and is Honorary Member of the Imperial 
Medical Society ; Founder and President of the Philanthropic Society, and is Cor- 
responding Member of many of the Academies and Societies of European Countries.

JULES VOISIN, born 1 844 
at Mans, France ; he 
commenced his medical 
studies in his native city, 
under his father's direction, 
who was a well-known phy- 
sician and for many years 
Chief Consultant of the Hos- 
pital Dieu at Mans. Came 
to Paris well prepared, and 
was appointed Exteme, then 
Interne at the hospitals, taking 
his degree as M.D. in 1875. 
After considerable experience 
was named Physician-in- 
Chief at Bicetre Hospital 
in 1879, and in 1884 at 
Salpetriere, where he suc- 
ceeded Legrand du Saulle, 
Received the appointment

of the Paris Societe Medico-Psychologique. In his lecture courses at the Paris 
College of Medicine, he gave special series on mental and nervous diseases ; 
is the author of two well-known books, '*r Idiotic " and "TEpilepsie," receiv- 
mg for same the Gold Medal from the Academy of Medicine, the Herpin prize. 
Elected President of the Societe d'HypnoIogie, and also President of the Second 
Congress of Hypnotisme at Paris during the Exposition of 1900. Dr. Voisin is 
universally considered an expert in questions pertainmg to hypnotism and psychol- 
ogy, subjects to which he has given his special attention in the treatment of nervous 
and mental diseases. It has frequently been observed that his influences on many 
of the alienated patients at Salpetriere were most remarkable in salutary effects. 
His appearance among the patients seems to have a veritable charm, and this is not 
surprising, as his devotion and kindness is proverbial.

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JZANNI, born in Constan- 
^ tinoplc, 1855 ; began his 
studies at the College of 
Mekitaristes at Venice.

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The Specific Value of Coca 

T IS not so many years ago that it was questioned 
whether there was really any inherent value in Coca. 
The wonderful stories of its sustaining powers when 
used by the Peruvian Indians were either regarded as 
fabulous creations unworthy of belief, or experiments 
were conducted under inadequate conditions with 
improper leaves, and the results did not parallel the 
anticipated marvels. One experimenter of repute 
even went so far as to say that it had "not the exhila- 
ration of a breath of mountain air or a draught of spring water." 
In other words, it was inert. In consequence Coca either was 
totally ignored, or at best condemned as a traditional substance 
beneath scientific consideration. This conclusion was particularly 
accepted by those of a very large class, who considered Coca 
and cocoa or chocolate as identical; or, that these substances— of 
no kinship whatever — were products from the same plant.

Now followed a period of restless activity among the chronic 
objectors. Cocaine, as an active principle of Coca, being accepted 
as a magical remedy must be a dangerous drug or it could not 
be so powerful, for morphine — also an active principle, and about 
the only remedy with which to hastily compare cocaine through 
an allied influence — was well known to be a dangerous drug, and 
as such feared by the ignorant. Hence, the leaves hitherto 
ignored as inert, were now regarded just as much more danger- 
ous as they had previously been considered innocent, because of 
the potent character of one of their constituents. Such a priori 
argument is worthy to be classed with that of the individual who 
objected to the use of knives on his table, " because knives are 
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dangerous instraments that are daily used somewhere to cut, 
to slash and to kill with/' These false surmises were not 
really as amusing as they now appear, nor were they confined 
within professional bounds, but the lay press found in this 
much talked of remedy of new and marvelous properties an 
opportunity for something sensational to which the unfortunate 
comparisons with morphine had given a very suspicious regard. 
There was a morphine-habit and there must of course be a Coca- 
habit, despite the fact that such a tendency has no foundation in 
the whole history of the drug. That evil communications cor- 
rupt, however, is well shown . through the supposition of miany 
who condemned cocaine as identical with morphine while believ- 
ing that Coca was allied to opium. The chief difference being 
perhaps a mere geographical one, opium being used in the East 
and Coca in the West for similar purposes. More than one 
writer has made this mistake, and only recently a popular 
novelist in describing the preparation of opium in India, said 
that the opium is "assayed for morphine and for cocaine." 

Happily the world grows wiser as it grows older, and early 
errors serve merely as illustrations of the narrowness which has 
been broadened by time intermixed with brains and knowledge. 
There has recently appeared a timely and exhaustive work 
entitled, Peru: History of CocUy the Divine Plant of the IncaSy 
published by J. H. Vail & Co., New York City, in which Dr. 
W. Golden Mortimer, of New York, has traced the early errors 
of ignorance and prejudice which have surrounded Coca. The 
author has told in a way that is charmingly entertaining to the 
reader the associations and use of this marvelous plant from the 
earliest period of its history to the present time, and has fully 
explained the marked difference between the properties of the 
whole Coca leaf and merely one of its alkaloids, such as cocaine. 
For, as is shown. Coca contains several alkaloids, each differing 
in physiological action, and potent as may be cocaine as a remedy, 
it can in no instance represent the qualities of the whole Coca. 
This is one reason why imitations of our original preparations
